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INTRODUCTION. 



The Wesleys were accustomed to give specific 
titles to their various hymns, or to divide their 
volumes into sections, in each of which the 
hymns corresponded more or less with the general 
heading. These titles,— omitted, in most cases, 
when the Hymn-Book now in use was prepared, — 
together with those employed by other writers 
whose hymns are incorporated, are here collected, 
and consecutively arranged according to the number 
and order of each hymn. 

It will probably be observed, in a few instances, 
that the hymn, as it appears in the present Col- 
lection, has scarcely any perceptible accordance 
with the title. This arises from the fact, that several 
verses of the original poem are frequently and very 
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wisely omitted, in order to adapt the compoedtion 
to more general use ; or, that the hymn in question 
is one of a series, illustrating a particular subject 
under a variety of aspects. In some of the quotations 
from Scripture there will be discovered the occa- 
sional omission or insertion of a word, the adoption of 
a marginal reading, or a new rendering of the original 
expression, creating a slight difference from the 
texts as they stand in the Authorised Version of 
our English Bible ; but, as these alterations were 
evidently designed and not accidental, the passages 
have been invariably copied as they were found at 
the head of the different hymns. It may be well 
also to mention, that, as first published, many of 
the hymns were exceedingly short, comprehend- 
ing not more than one or two verses: and, in 
arranging the materials for ^such a Hymn-Book 
as might be generally used in all our congregations 
throughout Great Britain and Ireland," Mr. Wesley 
found it necessary to unite two, or three, and 
sometimes even four, of these brief compositions 
into one hymn. Where this was done, the hymns 
have, in the following pages, been resolved into their 
primitive parts, and the titles placed in connexion - 
with the verses to which they originally belonged.- 



INTRODUCJTION. H 



In endeavouring to ascertain the writers to 
whom each composition ought really to be attri- 
buted, every available help has been sought after, 
and no effort spared. But all attempts to trace 
the true authorship of one entire hymn, of a single 
verse in each of two others, and of two verses in a 
foui*th, have been fruitless : they are, therefore, very 
reluctantly, marked as unknown. In some instances, 
where absolute certainty could not, perhaps, now be 
obtained, the names of both parties between whom 
rival claims appeared to exist, have been inserted, — 
my own preference in each case being in favour of 
the author whose name is placed first. 

The materials for historical and other illustra- 
tion were found to be so exceedingly numerous 
and interesting, that the foot-notes might have 
been both enlarged and multiplied to an almost 
indefinite extent. As this, however, did not accord 
with the original design of the book, nothing 
more has been done than what appeared really 
necessary. 

From the information here collected and supplied, 
it will no doubt be apparent, that the Wesleyan 
Hymn-Book — more so, probably, than any other 
similar collection of sacred poetry — is beautifully 
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adapted to the scenes, incidents, and relations of 
the domestic circle, and to all the duties, trials, 
and privileges of the Christian life, as well as to 
the public services of the sanctuary, or the more 
private meetings for religious fellowship. *' It may 
be affirmed that there is no principal element of 
Christianity, no main article of belief as professed 
by Protestant churches, — that there is no moral 
or ethical sentiment, peculiarly characteristic of 
the Gospel, — ^that does not find itself emphatically, 
and pointedly, and clearly conveyed, in some stanza 
of Charles Wesley's hymns."*
